I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  various 
services  administered  by  the  Health  Department  of  the  Urban 
District  in  accordance  with  circulars  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

Public  Cleansing 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  carried  out  in 
a systematic  regular  manner  and  without  any  serious  complaint, 
and' in  spite  of  war  conditions  all  privy  middens  are  emptied 
twice  weekly.

The  Harrier  Bantam,  7 cubic  yard  motor  refuse  collector, 
purchased  in  1937,  still  gives  satisfactory  service  and  was 
reprinted  during  the  year. 

Salvage 


The  salvage  of  waste  materials  continued  during  the  year 
and  increased  quantities  have  been  received,  the  income  from 
this  source  being  - £292.  8s.  Od. 

Disposal  of  Refuse 

Ml  refuse  is  tipped,  on  controlled  lines,  an  in  former 
years,  and  in  view  of  the  salvage  of  waste  materials  the  refuse, 
is  largely  ash.

Smallpox 


No  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations  1917. 

Diphtheria. 


During  the  year  an  effort  has  been  made  to  have  every  child, 
between  the  ages  of  1 and  15  years  immunised  against  diphtheria. 
Children  of  school  age  were  immunised  at  sshool  by  the  Medical  Of- 
ficer of  Health  and  of  666  children  attending  the  Amble  schools 
95* are  now  immunised,  Children  under  school  age  were  immunised 
at  the  Maternity  and  Child  ’./elf are  Clinic  and  of  576  children  under 
the  age  of  5 years  65* If  are  immunised.  It  is  now  hoped  that  all 
children  will  be  immunised  when  they  reach  the  age  of  one  year. 


Scabies 

During  the  year  under  review  arrangements  were  made  for  cases 
of  scabies  to  be  treated  at  the  Tirst  Aid  Cleansing  Station.  Treat- 
ment is  carried  out  by  the  first  lid  personnel  under  my  supervision. 
Since  these  arrangements  were  completed  in  September  58  cases  have 
been  treated;  of  these,  8 are  men,  12  women,  and  18  children. 

All  clothing  from  patients  is  disinfected,  on  the  completion 
of  treatment,  and  in  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  destroy  a mattress • 

The  incidence  of 'scabies  is  now  considerably  reduced.

So  far  as  crn.be  ascertained,  venereal  disease  is  rare  in  this 
area;  only  one  case'*  Is  known  to  Have  received  tie  at  men  t during  the 
year. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic 

This  clinic  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Health  Auth- 
ority. There  is  one  Health  Visitor,  nlid  also  one  District  Nurse 
who  attends  all  maternity  cases.
